Again  there  is  no  great  change  in  the  above  figures  except  for  a fall  in  the 
Birthp  Death  and  Infant  Mortality  rates.  This  last  is  very  satisfactory.  There 
were  tv/o  such  deaths  one  of  which  was  due  to  multiple  congenital  defects  and 
therefore  not  preventable.  The  second  might  have  been  prevented.

1 66  - it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  during  the  last  year  or  two  this  disease 
seems  to  he  more  constantly  present  than  formerly,  when  it  was  more  periodic. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  rate  of  immunisations  against 
Diphtheria  is  greater  than  it  has  been  for  some  years  and  I compliment  parents 
on  taking  fuller  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  to  them  in  this  direction.

jipart  from  normal  maintenance  works,  no  major  sev/erage  work  v;as  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  report  that  the  Council's  Southern  Area 
Sewerage  Scheme,  which  ;vill  cater  for  tv/elve  parishes  in  the  District,  as  v/ell 
as  the  sewage  from  the  Bakewell  Urban  District,  received  further  delays  during 
the  year.  However,  a large  amount  of  work  on  the  Scheme  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  form  of  negotiations  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
Peak  Park  Planning  Board,  land  owners  etc,,  with  the  result  that  approval  to 
proceed  to  tender  was  again  being  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  cannot 
stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  such  urgently  required  drainage  and  sev/age 
treatment  schemes  which  are  fundamental  to  the  majority  of  the  activities  of 
local  authorities  and  the  community. 

I would  also  re-iterate  my  comments  in  previous  reports  which  mentioned  the 
need  for  alteration  and  improvement  of  your  existing  sewage  works  in  order  that 
they  may  function  adequately. 


HOUSING 

Only  four  new  houses  - in  Calver  - were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year.

Use  of  the  improvement  grant  schemes  continue  although  there  was  a small 
decrease  in  the  number  approved  last  year  - 16  discretionary  and  59  standard 
grants.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  901  applications  have  been  approved  in 
the  sixteen  years  the  grant  schemes  have  been  in  operation. 


The  number  of  sites  licensed  is  37,  the  number  of  caravans  being  348. 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  sites  or  number  of  caravans  on 
them  during  the  year.  Site  conditions  also  remained  substantially  the  same.

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Y/ater 
Board  for  the  following  report  on  the  supervision  of  the  water  supply  during 
the  year:- 


The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

/*,1  . The  supply  to  the  area  is  a bulk  supply  from  the  Derwent  Valley  YYater 
Board,  augmented  by  six  of  the  Board's  smaller  installations. 

The  Bacteriological  quality  of  the  Derwent  Valley  water  has  been  satisfactory'’. 

The  spring  sources  ho-ve  be^n  of  lower  reliability  so  far  as  bacteriological 
quality  is  concerned  and  efforts  to  their  gradual  elimination  continued.

2.  The  quantity  proved  adequate,  no  restrictions  being  imposed. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board' s 
Laboratories,  rav^,  treated  and  distributed  samples  being  examined 
throughout  the  district  at  least  monthly.
